There is an art. a skill, a knack, in school teaching and 
often the children learn more in one term under a good 
teacher than in five terms under a bad one. 

The Berea Normal School started out to teach the 
people to teach. Most Normal Schools simply teach 
them to pass examinations or to know things in books. 

Yaars ago President Prost found a woman who was 
a wonderful teacher of small children. Berea did not 
then have a Normal building, so he put her in the Indus- 
trial Building and-built a gallery in the room where she 
taught. The Berea Normal students had appointed times 
to sit in that gallery and see how the children ought to 
l>e managed.

Its Aim 
& R. McAllister 

The Normal School of Berea Col- 
lege has one doflnite purpose, name- 
ly, to prepare teachers for the rural 
schools. In this it differs very rad- 
ically from other normal schools. 
Students of other normal schools 
have their attention directed toward 
the large towns and cities. Berea 
is preparing teachers for the coun- 
try schools. All the courses are 
planned for Ihe student who is pre- 
paring to teach in the country or to 
supervise the work of the country 
schools. 

The courses are so planned that a 
young man or woman may teach a 
school part of the year, and, after 
the school closes enter Berea as a 
student. 

The expenses at Berea is less than 
that of any other good school in the 
country. In fact any earnest boy or 
girl may earn the expense of a nor- 
mal course hy teaching part of the 
time. (See page 7 of this paper)'. 
Prepares for Teachers' Examinations 

All the courses offered in the Be- 
rea Normal School prepare students 
to pass the county and state teachers 
examinations. In addition to that 
they are received hy all standard 
colleges as preparation for entering 
the college courses. 

Students who have earned four- 
teen units of credit in the Normal, 
and who have taught one full term 
of school on a first class certificate, 
are allowed one unit of credit for 
such teaching, hence, are given full 
admission to college. 

Professional Trainino 

Students of the standard colleges 

of Kentucky are granted certificates 
to teach in the High Schools of the 
State after they have completed a 
definite requirement of work done, 
in which requirement are prescrbed 
courses in Education. Our Normal 
School graduates easily meet the re- 
quirements for the courses in Edu- 
cation. 

The Normal School courses have 
been prepared in accordance with 
the established principles of Educa- 
tion. Every course, where ever 
taught if well taught, is a "culture" 
course. The Normal courses are 
also practical. Students are pre- 
pared for actual life. They are 
taught how to live among men and 
women, and how to render the ser- 
vice which life demands of them. 

The Normal courses lay special 
stress upon the profession of teach- 
ing. The teacher requires a special 
training for his work, to the same 
as does the lawyer, doctor, or 
rhanieal engineer. All Stales 
are requiring better teachers year 
hy year. Such preparation as is re- 
quired may be had from the courses 
offered in the Berea Normal School.

Berea Normal conducts two Model 
Rural Schools. One of these schools 
is located one mile, the other three 
miles from the Campus. In these 
schools the student may observe the 
work of a one room country school. 

In addition to the opportunities for 
observing the teaching of the Train- 
ing School and of the two Model Ru- 
ral Schools, the Normal students arc 
permitted to observe the work of 
teaching in the Academy, Vocational 
Schools, Foundation School, and the 
College.

SOUR SKIM MILK FOR CALVES 

That in summer lime ralves do as 
\m II .<n sour skim milk as they do 
on sweet w ill be interesting news to 

hitherto 
by tha 

expense af k.-eping the milk sweet 
in hot weather. The expense exper- 
iments carried out by the depart- 
ment indicate to be quite unneces- 
sary. The calves will mnke as rap- 
id gains on sour skim milk. In win- 
ter, it is true, this is not quite soi 
satisfactory. It chills the calvss and i 
sonic of (hem drink it with great I 
reluctance. Very young calves havel 
■\. n l.e.-n known to refuse it alto- | 
get her. On the other hand, of 
curse, it is much easier to keep the! 
milk sweet in winter. 

In railing the attention of farmers 
to these facts, however, the depart- 
ment at the same time emphasizes 
an important precaution. Unless the 
milk is produced and kept under 
cleanly renditions, it may become! 
contaminated with disease-produo- 1 
mg bacteria. Farmers should there- 
fore allow the milk to sour quickly 
and then feed it without delay. 

In the course of these experiments 
sour skim milk was fed to 22 ealvea. 
Mi.lsteins jerseys and Guernseys at 
different seasons of the year. In no 

inn.es even when the change from 
sweet to sour milk was made abrupt- 
ly when the ralves were only a few 
days old. Moreover, no evil results 
followed (tie alternate use of sweet 
and sour. It seems, therefore, that 
Hie <-.>mm»n idea that sour milk 
lends to scours is quite unfounded.
